Efforts to discover the secret were 
made by inoculating monkeys with t 
organic matter taken from the 
bodies of those who had died from 
the disease. The ultimate value 
of this experiment has not yet been 
ascertained. Even though scientists | 
are appalled at their inability to 
discover the cause, no energy, time 
or money was spared in their tasks. 
Much sacrificial work was done and 
still remains to_ be accomplished, 
if a remedy is to be provided.

Dolls Once Figured as 


Objects of Fear, Hate 

Dolls, which are today the best- 
loved -toys of little girls, were once 
objects of fear or hate. They fig- 
ured in strange rites of black magic 
and were specially cherished by 
women, They were used to terrify 
and cast spells upon rivals, enemies 
or unfortunate husbands. After 
certain “magical” ceremonies, it: 
was thought that whatever was 
then done to the dolls would be felt 
by the man or woman it resembled. 
Sometimes the doll was placed be- 
fore a fire and allowed slowly to 
melt. As it melted the bewitched 
person was supposed to die of fear. 
According to.a distinguished Ger- 
jman scholar, during the late Stone 
age every family needed these idols 
to keep off evils, and manufactur: 
ing them became an industry. Dur- 
ing excavation work archeologists 
have found doll-sized idols made
